Statement by the National Execatm Com-^ 
mittee of the Young Workers (Com- 
munist) League on the N. E, C. Plenum 

VHET frond of imporlaliom ii such fhfit over larger numbore of 
^ young workers are thrown into the mass of unskilled and 
unorganized. This tends to aroJso the young workers from their 
pcosivity. Tho Second Picn&ry -Session of the National £x«ou> 
live Committee, held May 25, was working under relatively favor- 
abb objective conditions. The small and almost Insigniftoant 
size of the League, its bad social and national composition as 
compared to the general mass of young workers and lack of ex- 
psrienoe which might serve as one of ^e guiding factors in lay- 
ing down our potioiss made the task we vy^re f&ood with a tre- 
msndoue one. The progress towards unity, made during ths 
months succeeding the convention and tho atmosphere of con- 
structive work and unity in the party plenum immediately pre- 
oeedlng, facilitated the work. It was under these olroumstanoes 
that tho Plonum took on its double function and acoc^pllshod it 
welL both as a regular full eosalon of the N. E. C. and besides as 
a convention, tor the last oonvontlon had failed to carry out its 
taske. In all our work we have had the close guidance and co- 
operation of the Y. C. I.

I N tha mattar of introducing llghtar 
fsaturaa, wa today, fees tha same 
dangtr that facod us whan wa wore 
confronted with tha problem af shop 
nuclei; that la, a two year diaoua- 
alon, most of which waa frultlasa... W 
wa art to carry out tha Y. C, I. d»- 
clalon and tha daclaion of our own na- 
tional axooutiva committaa In regard 
to thia thin wa must immediately 
proceed to ooneratlxa and make mor« 
alear' what wa mean by K, 

When wa apeak of tntroduoln::. 
lighter featuroa wo do not meeja aa 
extensloa of purely social activitloa. 
Quite Oia eoatr&ry, la a large aanao 
wa are toduy carrying on, on too great 
a scale, social activity, such aa daacos, 
entertalnmnnta, «tc., which iKtsiaa to 
iDvolve the bead for orgaalu-tion. In- 
cluding tha selling c4 tlckata, Uia 
mobilixatlon of oommlUcas, ate. 
Rather than extend thli phase of 
work, tha introduction of lighter fea- 
tures thoull lessen it. 

Novsis of Class fitruggla. 

There ame certain cuHural noads Vi. 
tho young workers which the League 
has not learned to satisfy. Let ua 
taka a concrata examplo; norcla. p&> 
llculxrly those Involving adventure 
and the "pU-naar" apIrlL are probably 
mora widely read in tha Unitad Otalce 
than In'ony other country throushoui 
tha world. Where la there the A5ie^ 
lean young worker, who haa not de- 
voured tha works of /Jtsheller, Hsnty, 
Tomlinson and other writers who 
wrote of tha pioneer days of the wara 
for indt'pandence, for tha fr<>adom of 
tha alavaa, arid tba plonearing In tba 
NorLhwoiL There are many wiiure 
today who have wrlUsn povtla of the 

class struggle which capture tha 

spirit of youth which CDskos 

love those hoargaoU vrltera xpU 

turns thalr spirit and cnlnds Utochap- 
nols of tha class struggle. When you 
first meet a young worker ahd sug- 
gest to him tha alsmentory tbsoratlcol 
works such ss tha "A. B. C. of Com- 
munism" there is little chance that 
you can aro-iaa him to a desire" to 
enter our movomanL particularly ainca 
tha American youth hava all their 
lives baon filled with ideas concerning 
adventure, ploncorlr/g, etc., and who 
cannot see their economic condition 
as a matter for theorallcal atudy. 

For these American young workera 
we must find other books of a simpler, 
more spirited character with which to 
approach them. To them me must 
loarr. to recommend a large list of 
fiction which hasi a good deal of propa- 
ganda In It, luch aa tho writings of 
Jack London, Upton Blnclalr, Voy- 
nich, and a doxen others that might 
be named. In these columns, for tha 
succeeding month, we Intend to pub- 
lish "mlaula" reviews of such hooka 
and It is important that every League 
merabor learn the books thoroughly, 
both for thalr own enjoyment and for 
recommendation to those whom wo are 
frying to win to our cause. Rut the 
Introduction ol lighiter featurci does 
nut end with the extended'use of nov- 
els aa propaganda means for our or- 
gatiliatlon. Tho mere academic atudy 
of economic problems and the solu- 
tion thereto will never bring Jorge 
massM of young workera to us. 
Historical Events. 

Side by aide with this, we must reo- 
ogniie that the young workers of thia 
country have tnsttlled In them a cer- 
tain tradition which mokes U moat 
difficult for ua to approach them di- 
rectly with out program. Thera Is. 
first of all, the fact that around our 
govarnmenbtod.ty there Is built a trn.- 
ditlon of long 1 ‘trmggles for progress 
suoh as. already mentioned, the war 
for Independence, the Civil War, and 
the wgr >;blch was aupposod to be for 
the freedom of colonial peoplaa but 
wlilch really was a war of the worst 
Imperialist character, the Spanish- 
American’ War. not to apeak of the 
many other eveiita which are played 
up la our histories. 

Tho modem bourgeoisie have token 
for themsolvos these traditions of 
ravolutlon and progress and have 
used them sis a screen to hide a most 
reactionary and tory government auch 
os represented la the republican and 
democratic ndtulnlatrallona. Thli 
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ascQ^liUad la ILs ovants already man- 
tlonad, doas sot rightTally belong to 
the bourgeo'.£Ja. Tha revolting work- 
ing-claod teday, to looked upon much 
In tha way oa tha Rebela of '75, 
and tha Sioanc'pators of ’ll, werb 
looked upon. Thia tradition oC '75 an^ 
'51 therefore beloaga to thie militant . 
working cloas today. How can we 
boat take thU tr&dttioa eway from 
tha tkoax clcsaT FIraL w« mast de- 
velop on eaUnxlva aystam of taochlng 
those who are la or close to our 
taovamuH and tha gcmoral working 
data, the real eUrnllJcaace of evanu 
ea raooHled in Amerlcoa blatory. 

How can wa teat do this? Indoor 
claeces and dlaouaaloaa will help. Our 
comrades sboold straaa aa the eub- 
jeota of their edaceZlonai msellnga, 
act on topics of Impoctaat happen- 
Izzi In other coustrleo hut rather on 
topics of important happenings In the 
United Statea, For ex&mpla, today 
wa hava tha Caaqul-CeaUnnlal Cela- 
hratloa in Philadelphia. A comroda 
should prapara « talk on tha a^nlfl- 
oonca of tho calebratlon. Ona hun- 
dred fifty yonra ago, the Dtoloratton 
of Independenoa waa aigned. In Phila- 
delphia, there arc hundreda of bls- 
tortcol apoU Including that much 
plcyed-up relic, the cracked Liberty 
Ball. Rather them Ignoring this ca!a- 
brc^lon, our oomrodes should arrange 
oxc'urslona io IL to visit the Liberty 
Cell, and tho other pt'inta of hlrlorto 
Intoreal and right at tha apot, abould 
taka object lassona as to tha trua 
algnlUcaaca of these thmga, 

•ome Landmarko. 

Tha natlocol executive oommitlee 
will moke R c jpollcy from cow on to 
contlnualiy Ucue bullallns along this 
linau W« might rnontlon • dozen 
places throughout tha country just to 
give examples of what we moon. In 
Bosbon. thsro to the acona of tha Dos- 
ten Tsa Party, there ore old Lolls (hat 
war* ucod for revolutlonur moeltngs, 
and throughout tha d'.atrlct thera ara 
tha battloSalda of tha Revolution of 
'li. In New York, there to the Btatue 
of Liberty and the whole downtown 
section where Wall Blreat now ctands, 
which is full 0 ? such spots as for ex- 
ample, Trinity Church which began as 
a place where the early aeltlers wor- 
shipped their gvda In sincere but blind 
faith and today Is a corporation of 
several mlUlnn dollars which extorts 
rents from poor workers Ihriug in the 
slums for the support of fat church 
dignltariea. In Chicago, thera are 
tha acenas of the Kaymorkot riots, 
and throughout the country such sim- 
ilar landmarks. Evorywhora, ourcom- 
rodoa shuld arranga excursions to 
th«sa landmarks and utiUsa thesa ax- 
curslons for educational purposes. 

Our organisation should alio strive 
to Introduce into Us Inner Ufa, t 
greater apirit of youth. The tradition 
of marching In aiholl groups to open 
air meetings and singing along the 
way, that of putting Into our organ- 
Ixation tho same spirit of youthful 
comradeship that ma'goa neighborhood 
clubs 00 attmcUva and often draws 
young workers Into gangs, should bo 
constantly striven for. For this pur- 
POHO our comrades should utilize 
every facility available. Summer out- 
ings, hikes, street demojstratlons. 
group limglng and dlicusticn In pub- 
lic parks during the summAr, these 
and other things similar should prov# 
effective In this work. 

These few suciffsiUons are steps to- 
wards concretizing the Introduction 
of lighter features. Our oomradns 
ehould proottoe them. Not merely dis- 
cuss them In committees, but actually 
utilize those msthodi In working out 
a program of activities for the coming 
months. From time to Uma In these 
columns we will strive to have such 
material as will help our comrades 
ererywhsre in carrying out the de- 
cision to introduce lighter features. 
We will be glad to print articles from 
functionaries upon thsir first experi- 
ences after tha attempt along thU 
line was made. They will prove of 
great value to our comr^uJes. Tho In-

MOSCOW. 

Tha Russian reply to Great Brltala'a 
Dot« of protest ag&last the eondlng of 
Russian funds to aid the striking Brit- 
ish miners has been h&ndod to the 
Drltlsh mission here. The note. It Is 
understood, declares the funds were 
sent by the Russian Trade Unlona and 
the Goviet Government cannot coo- 
sider placing any amhargo upon tha 
export of currency. 

MOROCCO. 

The defeat of Abd-at Krlm has 
stirred up a homat'a oast in Europe. 
The Italian press Is demanding insist- 
ently that Italy have a seat la any 
confercnca ifTcctlag North Alricau 
tenilofy and that the division of the 
Riff Into apheroa of Influence be not 
dittcuesed without discussing alto thg 
fonlrol of Tangier, strategically locat- 
ed directly acrosa the straits from Gi- 
braltar. Neither Fronoa nor England 
want auch a conference, and the posi- 
tion of the United States has not yeb 
b^qn mode clear, While the victors 
are considering the division of the 
spoils some of tha tribaa ara still re- 
belling. 

AMaTERDAM. 

The Young Socialist Intarnatlonol 
organized Its conterenca for tho 2(th 
of May In Amsterdam. Tha agenda 
did not even mention the general 
strike In England or tha miners' lock- 
out. Only a small part of tha disciia- 
Blons ware to deed with the young 
workers* struggles and “cultural and 
aeslhslic questions of youth" ware to 
be given the primary eoaelderatloa.

5 t field for; a clauBe which will bo used hy the bosses against 
,e union. This dcAise provides that there shall bo no apprsnticoa 
, th« trade for two yaars. Wo must point out this baalo error 
th<? young furriers and to tho left wing Icodorihlp and mcm- 
r?hip of the Furriers* Union, so that mistakes of this kind will 
j*vold«'d in the future. 

Nf» aj»j)rentlcos In the unloa chops, no apprentices entering 
y union .simply means that the bosses will herd the youth which 
-tors the trado Into tho non-union shops and thus build a mighty 
^i.'r against the Furrier's Union. Whether tho union real- 
,rd It. or not. the lesson must be driven home that this clause 
<Ithe ngreement will aid the bosses hi using the young workers 
ijBrahH against the adult workers. 

Itpfoie the agreement was signed, Ben Gold, manager of 
> Nr w York Joint Board, wrote In the March 6th Issue of the 
lourig Worker: 

"Tho yellow buhaaucrats chassd tho younj workoro 
from tho shopa. They rofuc.od to allow them to «nt»r tho 
union. They rofuswd to protect thorn a^iainst tho morcileaa 
ixploitation of the bososs. Thus tho younj^ workers used to 
be driven into the camp of our ervemiee and became objects 
of unlimited exploitation. 

"Open the doora for our youth. Take thorn into the 
rtnks of the organized working class, they are our flesh and 

blood." 

Aft'T those beautiful sentiments were phrased, when they 
r<To still vibrating In tho minds of Gold and tho others, tho agrec- 
-fnt is signed which has a clause on apprenticeship completely 
vpudiaiiiig the above quoted attitude to the young workers. 

U Is true that tho working youth because it feels doubly the 
;:owg against the working class (receives lower wages and often 
hours) Is used as a weapon by the bosses against the 
iJult workers. This cannot be done away with by discriminations 
uarnsf the young workers (High Initiation' fees in unions, high 
iiies. no equal rights In union, clauses against apprenticeship, 
,to.) but can only be wiped out by enrolling tho young workers 
jithe Hfruggles of the ladult workers. This Iri turn can lieat be 
h'coinplishcd by the adult workers fighting for the Interests of 
h? young workers. 

The real evil to the Furrier’s Union cannot be a union con- 
7 olW system of apprenticeship; but the boss control of unllmit-, 
id apprenticeship it a danger. The boss can manipulated the 
jner system against the adult furriers and the union. Long 
jft.Tthe apprentice has learned the trade, the boss can still con- 
Ilim an apprentice at apprentice wages and conditions. 
r>)ch a ByHtem can be used as a weapon against the living stanU- 
i-d ol the adult workers and must therefor be fought and obol- 
ithed. 

'Hiuk instead of forbidding apprentices the Furrier's Union 
r.ould have fought for strict control of the 'omploymont of ap- 
jrentices by th® union. Besides that the progressive grading of 
jjprentices' wages during the period of approntidoship and an- 
.ihpr viiul <lvmand; limited parlod of apprenticeship to be set by 
pion Hh«)\il<l have been pushed forward by the Furriers. 

In tlw winning of the 40-hour week and >a 10% Increase In 
irmliilmiim wage scale the furriers won not only a victory for 
>mvlv<*rt but'for the entire labor movement. It must bo pointed 
rji howrver, that tho tlelng of the union's hands with a three

Dark and Dliiy Shop. 

The shop, purllnilnrly the second 
llnor. is dark and always dirty and full 
of (hist. This inhkes the s)>op n plnre 
where all the workers nro candidates 
for ronsunjptlon. 'Very often thd girls, 
trying to make a few cents more, get 
their lingers caught by the needle of 
the speeding m.v-hine. 

Kxcept all tills, oven out of such 
inlsenihlc pay that thoy are getting, 
the girls lose when tho machloo gels 
liroke. nnd they have to wait until It is 
Used. AUlio they nre awfully tired of 
cnnst.uil wuirlifulncss and speedy 
work, still It hurts them when thoy 
have Irt lose a few cents out of this 
pitifully small pay.

The hours are almut 
nine per day, Young workers, almost 
children, are grinding their lives away 
at Ihe machines at the time when they 
should be developing their minds and 
bodies In order to grow up Into good 
and healthy ’’citizens." The sanitary 
conditions In these mills are causing 
a constant increase of the death rate
